REPORT OF SELECTMEN. 


In accordance with the votes of the Town Nov. 6, 1900, the 
Selectmen have endeavored to obtain propositions from all per- 
sons and companies who could furnish electric light or desired 
to do so. The Framingham Electric Co. did not wish to sub- 
mit any proposition. 


The persons represented by George F. Macmun at the meet- 
ing Nov. 6, 1900 though requested have not as yet submitted 
any propositions. The Marlboro and Westboro St. Ry. Co. 
have been requested to submit a proposition but have not re- 
plied. 


The Selectmen enclose herewith copies of propositions sub- 
mitted by the Marlboro Electric Co. and the Deerfoot Farm Co. 
They have also investigated the subject of a municipal plant and 
have received estimates, which are not and cannot be absolutely 
accurate, — substantially as follows: 


Cost of erecting poles and wires per mile, $600.00 
Cost of each street fixture, with wiring, etc., 7.50 


(fixtures should be placed 120 to 175 feet apart.) 
There are now 103 street lamps in the four villages, and upon 


an estimate of 100 street lights for the four villages this item is 
$750. 


A plant capable of supplying 1000 incandescent lights could 
be constructed substantially as follows: 


Building (if wood with iron stack) $1000 
Building (if brick with brick stack) 3000

(The items for poles and wires is a very uncertain one owing to 
the difficulty of sending current a long distance and the necessity 
of heavy wires.)

The foregoing figures are somewhat rough estimates because 
based upon uncertain conditions but we think fairly reliable. 


The returns from sucha plant cannot be determined with any 
degree of accuracy. The town now pays for street lights $1100 
per year. Outside of the street lights, except in Southboro 
Centre there appears to be no present demand for electric 
lights. 


In Southborough Centre many of those desiring lights are 
already supplied with current under arrangements more or less 
permanent, and the possibility of obtaining their custom cannot 
be made a basis of calculation. 


The selectmen feel that owing to the peculiar features of the 
town possessing four separate and distinct villages, the problem 
of lighting them from any central plant is a very difficult one. 


That if private companies or individuals can see no profit in 
such an undertaking, it is most unlikely that the Town could suc- 
ceed in such a scheme. 


That under all the circumstauces it would be unwise for the 
Town to attempt to build or own a plant or lines at this time, 
and that the scheme of a municipal plant in so widely spread a 
village would be a dangerous one and might entail heavy burdens 
for the taxpayers. 


If it is desired to light the streets by electricity we believe 
an arrangement with proper restrictions could most advantage- 
ously be made with one of those now submitting propositions. 
These propositions are for lighting Southborough Centre only. 
But, if as has been at times suggested, a street railway should be 
constructed through Southville and Cordaville, light for those 
villages could be readily obtained from that source, and it is not 
impossible that arrangements could be made with the existing 
street railway to light Fayville villages, if thought desirable.

Dear Sir;-- 

Your communication making inquiries as regards Municipal 
Light Plant was received by Capt. Fiske, the Chairman of our Board of 
Selectmen, some days since, but owing to his illness he has been unable 
to give it his attention, and has forwarded it to me for reply. In 
answer to your inquiries, would say that on Mar. 7, 1892, and again on 
June 8, 1892, the town accepted the provisions of the statute concerning 
municipal light plant. It was then concluded best to build and operate 
the lines throughout the town so as to have complete control over them. 
This was done at an expense of about $17,000. A contract was then 
made with the Natick Gas Light and Electric Light Co. to supply the 
current for 25 candle power light plants, moonlight schedule, at $6 per 
annum for each lamp, this contract running for 5 years, with right of 
renewal. At a later period the Natick Gas & Electric Light Co. were 
given permission to run commercial wires and sell commercial Lient 
within the limits of Wellesley, attaching the wires to the town poles, 
but this provision contained the condition that if at any time the town 
shotld renew this contract for street lighting, then the permission to 
furnish commercial light should also cease, and if the town and the 


company were unable to agree as regards the value of the commercial 
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and that the town should pay for the same according to the decision of 
the arbitrators. For the first two or three years this contract worked 
satisfactorily and there was no general compiaint. Since that period, 
however, there has been great dissatisfaction with regard to the lights. 
For one cause or another the voltage which was agreed to be fixed at 
1100 volts has been exceedingly feeble, some of the time running down 
te 25 to 33%. The commercial light has also been exceedingly unsatis- 
factory. About two years ago the town appointed a committee to inves- 
tigate and report as to the advisability of the town building and 
operating a municipal electric light plant. The contract with the 
Natick Co. expiring the lst day of Dec., 1900, it has been renewed for 
one year, pending the report of the Electric Light Committee. The 
Committee have united in a report recommending the town to vote to 
build and operate its own electric light plant, and the matter will 
come before the town at a special meeting to be held the 19th inst. 
This covers, so far as I can state it, the situation in our town. If 
the Natick Co. had fulfilled its contract by giving the service it 
agreed, I have no doubt our townspeople would have been satisfied and 
continued the contract indefinitely. The fact that it has not done so, 
and after prolonged experience in its failure to keep its promises, 
has, I believe, caused the town to be practically unanimous in owning 


and controling everything connected with its electric light systen. 
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town meeting will determine whether it is correct. If there is any 


information we can give you additional, we shall be very glad to do SO.

Replying to yours of the 6th, please be advised that 
40 candle power lamps are installed in the Town of Southborough. 


Effective January 1, 1928 this Company made a voluntary 
reduction of 1¢ per KYH to all consumers in the City of Marlborough 
and in the Towns of Berlin, Bolton, Northborough, Westborough 
and Southborough. Effective July 1, 1928 the Department of Public 
Utilities ordered an additional reduction of 1¢ per KWH to con- 
sumers in the City of Marlborough. Apparently the Department of 
Public Utilities responded to the argument of the City Council 
that the cost of distributing service was less in Marlborough 
because of the density of population and the proximity of con- 
sumers to the point of delivery than the cost to supply consumers 
more widely. 


The policy of the Company has always been to treat all con- 
sumers alike and without doubt if the Department of Public Utilities 
in its recent consideration of our Company's rates had found it 
possible to order a general reduction to all consumers it would 
have done so. 


There are many cases in Massachusetts where the Department 
of Public Utilities has established a differential price recog- 
nizing, of course, that there is a differential in the cost of 
supplying consumers in the densely populated area as compared 
with consumers in a sparsely populated area, There is, however, 
a condition in the Town of Southborough which has enabled 
Southborough consumers to obtain a very low average rate for 
electric service, In 1924 the Company established a maximum net 
rate of 5¢ per KWH for power service in an endeavor to promote 
the use of power by small industrial plants. A very large majority 
of Southborough consumers maintain electric driven water pumps

because the Town has no water distribution system. All of these 
water pump users were allowed to take advantage of the 5¢ rate. 
Southborough consumers not only took advantage of the 5¢ rate, 

but they have also connected their appliances to the same service 
and in a large number of cases we have found floor lamps and other 
lighting connected to the power meter although lighting cannot 

be taken at the power rate under our classification of prices. 


In the City of Marlborough where water service is available 
consumers have rarely applied for power rates for the use of 
appliances and the Company is receiving lighting rate for 
electricity consumed by the many appliances used in the home, 


Therefore it is a fact that although the lighting rate in 
Marlborough is 1l¢ less than the lighting rate in Southborough 
the averege price per KWH for all current consumed in the home 
is lower in Southborough, 


The reduction of 1924 in power rates and the two reductions 
in 1928 have deprived our Company of a very substantial amount 
of revenue and the Company is not in e position to make further 
reductions at this time, 


During the same period of time tax rates have advanced and so 
have the Company's tax valuations. The municipalities and the 
State have together received the benefit of these increased taxes. 


When I undertook the management of the Company, the service 
rendered was very unreliable and it was necessary in order to 
improve the quality of service to invest a very large sum of money 
in new transmission lines, substations, and distribution lines 

and eguipment. More than one half million dollars have been in- 
vested by the Company in the past seven years for the sole purpose 
of improving service. Naturally this has added to the invested 
capital per consumer and the increased cost of supplying service 
with taxes rising etc. would have made it necessary to increase 
rates had it not been for the increase in the use of currént by 
consumers. 


I would be very glad to discuss this matter with your Board 
in further detail if it is your desire.

Several days ago Mr, James E, O'Leary called at my office as a 
representative of the Southborough Taxpayers' Association for the purpose 
of obtaining data on the cost of street lighting. 


He desired to know the saving that could be effected by reducing 
the schedule of burning hours. It was explained to Mr. O'Leary that the 
saving obtained in this manner was not substantial and that a material sav- 
ing could only be ottained by completely eliminating a number of street 
lights. 


Except for 2--600 C.P. lamps, a11 other lamps operating in the 
Town of Southborough are 40 C.P,, and to effect a saving of 10%, anvroximately 
10% of the number of lamps must be discontinued entirely. 


This is substentially the information given to Mr, O'Leary, and we 
are informing your Board because it has always been the policy of our company 
to inform town officials whenever specific requests for such information have 
been made by others,

Our Mr, Trull, in accordance with your request, has talked 
with both Mr. Johnson and Miss O'Connell. They desire to 
have one light located opposite the Johnson house and the 
other three lights to extend toward Main Street.

Replying to yours of September 6th and your supplementary letter 
of the 23rd, please be advised that the extension of our service on 
Mill Street, Fayville at a point opposite the residence of James 
Borelli will require the installation of four street lights. The 
cost to the Town for this street light service is $15.75 per lamp 
per year. The additional investment required to install a residence 
lighting circuit with transformers and accessories for the purpose 
of supplying James Borelli will require a supporting minimum charge 
of 46.00 per month for a period of three years. After the expiration 
of the three year period, James Borelli will be relieved of the 
obligation to pay this minimum charge of $6.00 each month.
